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CB. STARK, LANYER 
HERE 40 YEARS, DEAD 


Lawyer Who Practiced Here | 
for 40 Years, Succumbs in 
Pasadena, Cal. 


Charies B. Stark, who was for 40 | 
years a practicing lawyer in St. | 
louis, and who twice sought the! 
Democratic nomination for Judge | 
of the State Supreme Court, died | 
Sunday in Pasadena, Cal., accord- | 
ing to dispatches received by 


friends here. The funeral and | 
‘urial were in Pasadena yesterday. 
Stark was 74 vebhrs old. 

Stark was admitted to the bar} 
in 1880, after his graduation from 
the law school of Cumberland Uni- | 
versity, in Tennessee. He located | 
in St. Louis in the same year and 
was actively engaged in law prac- | 
tice until 1820, when he retired. | 
He made one journey around the | 
world since then, and had almost | 
completed another world circuit. | 
Death was attributed to anemia, | 
following an illness which began | 
on board a Pacific steamer be- 
tween Australia and Hawaf. 

Stark was unmarried, and his | 
recent place of residence here was, 
‘he Marquette Hote His sister, | 
Miss Margaret Stark, a teacher in | 
Bryan Hill School, when to Pasa- 
Gena recentiy an@ was with him 
when he died. | 

In 1696, Stark was attorney for. 
the St. Louls School Board. When | 
en effort to reform end reorgan- 
ize the board was made, Stark went 
to Jefferson City and opposed the 
nreasure, which was iater enacted. 
Me wag criticised editorially by the 
St. Louis Republic, for this action, | 
ana he sued the Republic for libel, 
claiming $90,000 damages. The 
sult was won by the newspaper, 
which pleaded justification on the 
rround of truth. 

In his candidacies for the Su- 
preme Court, in 18912 and 1916, 
Stark hed the support of a num-— 
ber of leading lawyers and judges, 
but was unsuccessful. He was the 
ruthor of a Digest of Missour! 
Laws, Which bears his name.

Mr. Coolidge’s wish, it was in- 
fefred, is to keep the American 
program in such shape that it 
might be adapted to the develop- 
ments of a possible conference. 
Scout cruisers, of the type pro- 
posed, are one of the principal 
classes in which competition is still 
permissible, and the President has 
made clear his aversion to naval 
construction competition. 

It was said at the White House 
that the President has not heard 
from the Budget Bureau, to which 
he referred bills authorizing the 
construction, and consequently he 
is not informed as to the costs in- 
volved. 

The ¢ruisers in question are the 
new type of 16,000-ton ships, 
armed with 8-inch guns, evolved 
since the Washington conference, 
and being constructed by other 
Powers.
